In March 1943, General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the Supreme Allied

aimed mid fully organized German 
divisions. . . .

If the presence of two German 
divisions is held to be decisive 
against any operation of an 
offensive or amphibious 
character open to the million 
men now in North Africa, it Is 
difficult to see how the war can 
be carried on.

Fortunately only two rather bat- : 
tered German divisions were avail- 
able in Sicily, so the landing of 
two Allied armies could go ahead 
as planned. But until a very late 
stage of the war the commanders of 
British and American ground 
forces' know all too well that, in a 



Only when 
they had, as at Aiomein and in 
north-west Europe, complete com- 
mand oF die air, a crushing 
numerical superiority, overwhelm- 
ing artillery support raid, as la now 
becoming known, the exceptional 
insight into the euemv’s military 
position provided by “ Ultra ”, were 
Allied generals able to givo a rea- 
sonable assurance of success.

After having been 
provided by his resenrch assistants 
with “ extensive summaries and

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Believing in blackness

Steve Hikn became a legend in his 
short ii Pc lime. Before ho wus dc- 
taiiiutl hv tiie Soudi African 
Security Police on September 6, 
19 77, in whose custody ho died six 
days later, a number of world 
staiL-smon, jmirnalisu and academic* 
had already beaten n path to 
the small Znneinpilo Clinic just 
a few miles outside King William's 
Town in the Eastern Cape Province. 
The clinic itself was typical of Die 
self-help projects for which the 
South African Students Organization 
(SASOj' and the Black People's Con- 
vention (MFC) were responsible, 
bodies which Biku und his comrades 
founded with the express purpose 
of breaking tiic Africans' psycho- 
logical dependence upon white 
society. 

For the first lime in South Africa 
tltu slogan “ Block Is Beautiful ” 
bugun 10 he heard, at first with 
hiuirlaii* derision by whites iu a 
country where whiteness is the very 
emblem of holiness and acceptabi- 
lity, lutcr wilii fear and resentment 
by the 'authorities who gradually 
became aware uf the political Impli- 
cations of what was to become 
known as the Black Consciousness 
Movement. Apart from its political 
impact, which could be discerned in 
the conduct of the black students 
during the Soweto riots of 1976, 
the mouument can also be linked 
directly with the startling burgeon- 
ing of black protest poetry in the 
late 196Us und the early 1970s, verse 
which was often bit tor, satirical and 
denunciatory, exemplified by the 
works of Oswald Mtshali, Sipho 
Sepmttla and' 'Mongane Wally 
Serote. In one of liis poems the 
latter wrote of his country's refusal 
to change : " Everybody's .' ljagk is 
facing the future /somebody — please, 
say a prayer.” 

As in the Uiiiu-d States during 
. the 1960s, black separatism. Initially 
designed merely to encourage self- 
rellnnco nud.- self-pride, deeply 
shocked and wounded the liberal 
while community which had com- 
mitted itself to a multi-racial if not 
a non-radul society. The white 
South African author of this book, 
Donald Woods, later became one 
of Biko's closest friends, but he 
candidly records the polit and 
-.frustration which he ‘and atbor 
white liberals felt at being indiscri- 
minately lumiicd together widi the 
•onemy: “As a liberal, 1 was there- 
fore one of those whose first aware- 
diieia of Block Consciousness was 
through attacks by -people like Biko 
, on all that I personally believed 
. ;in.” Biko's answer to all this was 
: contained In an ardole he had 
• written as a student: 

•' . Ono has to come to the painful 
conclusion that die liberal Is in 
- fact appeualng bis own con- 
science, or at best is eager to 
demonstrate his identification 
' with tho black people only insofar 
• as It docs not sever all his ties 
; with his relatives on his side of- 
tho colour, line. Being white, he 
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tilt l-ai lutivc i«ml of white privi- 
lege from which lie due* nol hesl- 
t m c-xtr.nt whatever wits him. 
Vet, since he* identifies with the 
blacks, he moves firm mil his 
white circles, whiles-unly bcsiciu.’*, 
res urn rim Is mid cinemos with a 
lighter loud, feeling (hat lip is 
not like the rest. 

A great deal of Sieve Hiko's 
im|Md and fame nrc of course 
posthumous. Before him the world 
hud heard of the Nohel Peace Who 
winner, Chief Allien l.iuhuli : of 
N i-l si 11 1 Man ilelu, the lender uf the 
African National Congress, now 
serving a life sentence on Kobben 
Island ; of the Into Robert Sobukwe, 
of the Pan-African Congress, whose 
campaign against passes led to the 
Sharpcrille shootings ; Biko's rise 
to national prominence, however, 
is shrouded in relative my si cry. 
It has been auid that until his 
nwiYi-dom ut the hands of ilia 
S 0111 I 1 African Security Polico few 
people had ever hem <1 of him. 

Woods partially explains tho 
mystery by pointing to Steve Biko's 
nnturu I modesty, his extreme 
ubhorreuce for tiie personality cult. 
There seems to bo some truth 
iu this. Under cross-examination 
during a SASO-BPC trial, Biko 
explained why he had stood down 
and not continued as executive 
member of SASO: "Our belief was 
essentially rlmt wc must attempt 
to get people to identify with tho 
central core of what is being said 
rather than with individuals.'' Ail 
the same, the impression one gets 
from reading accounts of him, 
some of which are included in this 
book, is of a charismatic leader, 
endowed us most such leaders are 
with no inner certitude, popular 
both -with his political- comrades 
and (on Woods's testimony) with 
tiie ladios. 

Biko was- obviously no ascetic. He 
loved a good party when there was 
time to enjoy oim. Politically, he 
never shied uway from the limelight 
if his presence were required. His 
relative dbsbdrlty* 'until the' Soweto 
, riots, therefore, must be attribut- 
able to the fact that once he had 
led the breakaway of black students 
from tiie National Union of South 
African Students ; once he and his 
comrades had succeeded in forging

What finally makes this a valuable 
book is nnt simply the autlior'a 
portrait of one man but the number 
of documents—! testimonials, inter- 
views, and court transcripts— iu 
which Sieve Biko answers many 
(|Uc.Mio»s m great length about him- 
self and tho Black Consciousness 
Movement. This enable* us t« fill in 
some import uii 1 gups in our know- 
ledge about black resist mice inside 
the country in the post-Shavne villa 
period. Woods's narrative Is not 
smooth and continuous ; other 
readers may regret tho frequent 
interruptions by long quotations, 
but surely what they cannot regret 
is the inclusion of Wendy Woods's 
account, one of the host things In 
the book, of. her visir to Stevo 
Biko In prison. With the sureness 
of a novelist’s eye she gives ua 
glimpses of a society so habituated 
to contempt for Africans that any 
white person who treats black 
people with humanity appears to 
them incomprehensibly deranged. 

. In the light of Steve Biko's stem 
lino on any alliance with whites, 
this book is not without its contra- 
dictions aad ironies, not the least of 
which is its very authorship. It 
cannot escape Biko's followers that 
the most Important testimonial to 
date is written by a white South 
African whn also confesses to have 
become during Biko’s height, of 
popularity “ virtually . . . his 
appointment secretary ". Steve Biko 
wished to address himself only to 
black audiences, but In South 
Africa technology, therefore mass 
communications.

Why should the doings of the rich 
he of interest to the rest of us ? 
We might, of course, prefer to deny 
that they are, but the fact i-umams 
that Sunday papers continue to pay 
thoilsonds of pounds for the 
exclusive right to publish the bio- 
graphies and memoirs ; of ill- 
mannered oafs who can be of no 
conceivable interest other than that 
they happen eh he very rich. Alim 
Jenkins concludes that "our 
interest in them is based on _ a 
bitter-sweet concoction of curiosity 
and envy". But I don't think It is 
quite as simple rs this. As Heming- 
way said, they have more monoy. 
What fascinates is not this simple 
fact, but the possibilities it conjures 
up. We all fantasize about what wc 
would do, the kind of life we would 
lead, if there were no restrictions 
upon us. The very rich are In a 
better position than anyone else to 
live out these fantasies- The appeal 
is to the imaginutlon. 

So what is your fnntasy ? Do you 
dream, like Scott Fitzgerald, of 
swelled palaces liewn out of the

ring sapphire ? Of fountains of 
Chflteau Lafite? Of endless sup- 


plies of new underwear, all fresh!

lace ? Of never worrying about 
money any more ? 

On the last count, at least, you 
are likely tp be disappointed : 
money worries are simply raised 
to a different plane. Are you con- 
suming conspicuously enough ? Will 
you be able to maintain, or, prefer- 
ably, increase, this level of con- 
sumption ? If not, will your friends 
still wish to know you? As for the 
rest, if' we are to judge by Mr 


Jenkins's selection, it seems, sadly, 
that reality las usual) docs not 
live up to imagination. The super- 
rich arc nut on the whole an imag- 
inative lot, as anyone who has 
ploughed through the turgid 
memoirs of millionaires ami duch- 
esses will know. Given the possi- 
bility of doing anything they like, 
they seem primarily concerned with 
earning I he approval of all ilic 
other people equally fortunately 
placed. Their diaries arc a repeti- 
tive catalogue uf the same names, 
not, as one might hope, mi account 
of the construction nf new Xniiadus- 
Puri nf che non hie o£ course is 
that pleasure-do nies are su taste- 
less; and if you don’t want to bo 
thouglir & bounder, you must always 
remember that bounders are Identi- 
fiable by their lack of taste. Well- 
bred Britishers, visiting Alfred 
Rothschild or Philip Sassoon, were 
horrified m the uninhibited displays 
of applied wealth. “ Lavish wealth 
thrust up your noscl Ghustly coarse- 
ness 1 11 they sneered, faced with a 
choice of Jersey, Hereford or Short- 
horn cream nt tea. Chips Channon 
described Sassoon’s palace, at 
Lympne ns "a triumph of beautiful 
bad raste and Babylonian luxury, 
with terraces and flowery gardens 
and jade-green pools and swimming 
baths and rooms done up in silver 
and blue and orange". 

Now there was someone who did 
have imagination. But given a lack 
of inhibition, perhaps ii more usual 
difficulty lies in the opcn-cudcd 
question. Every market researcher 
knows that If you ask ° Wlint would 
you do with twenty million 
pounds?" you uro likely to be met 
with a blank stare. It Is hard to 
imuginc what one would do. People 
like to be given a lead — henca the 
success of Ncitnaii Marcus, whose 
catalogue contains tile immortal 
words : w Many things may be had 
for . under a million dollars.” 
Among all that damned taste the 
uninhibited vulgarity of Texans 
and other western Americans shines 
like u joyful beacon. HJs'n’her 
aeroplanes, ermine dressing-gowns 
and floating dining- rooms are wlint 


we expect tu find ill Texas, and find 
them we do. Perhaps my favourite 
story in The Rich Rich is the one 
about the milling king who, being 
faintly acquainted with royalty, 
built a tlironerooin in Ills new house 
ngiiinst the possibility of a visit by 
bis new friends, when It would uf 
course be needed. The throne, 
however, was hydraulic, so that it 
could be lowered mu of the way at 
other tunes. 

There are, uf course, certain 
basic limit at inns with which every- 
one inis in cunt eml. it is. for ox- 
uinplu, impossible in he in more 
thin one place nt a time, wear inure 
limn line sot uf dm lies at a lime, 
nr eat mm-c tliiui one meal at a 
tin.c— or more than three incnls o 
day, unless you -.have unusual 
capacity. (Dlunumd Jim Brady, 
whose mono was "Them as lias 
’em, wears 'em ", went some way 
towards overcoming this lust Hinitii- 
lIoii : lie regularly ate a twelve- 
course dinner, beginning with six 
dozen oysters and ending with five 
pounds of soft-centred chocolates.

The acquisition of wealth, how- 
ever, does not seem conducive Ln 
wit. Be their gestures never so 
extravagnm, the rich rich have one 
tiling in common ; they take them- 
selves and tlielr money extremely 
seriously. Only ' undesirable 
orientals — perhaps bee mi. so un- 
tainted by cither the puritan ethic 
or the class system — retain some 
detachment. Quipped Victor

But if you have been read- 
ing de Stijj (and you have been), 
you know that as there are no such 
tilings as words— except as 
“affable familiar ghosts’* of flint 
exhausted machine, the etymon — so 
likewise there can be no under- 
standing, beyond that which tee 
shrink from misunderstanding. 1 
Everywhere, we hear de Stijl 
ref err ad to as " the self conscious- 
ness of bis generation a need- 
lessly Ironic pronoun cement, as it is 
de Stijl himself who has shown the 
irrelevance of consciousness to 
criticism, even in its secondary 
forms — poetry, lie t ion, drama. 
Better-instructed readers wiil be 
satisfied to adopt a phrase of ilie 
absurdly neglected English critic 
Thomas Bymer, and admit rhat da 
Stijl is nt once “ the salt and 
savour” lie seul sauent] of avant- 
garde criticism— the vacuity, that 
is, , as well as the evacuation 
[e-vaciurtio/t]. Thanks to him, we 
are able, at last to- see, unveiled, 
exposed, sparkling geiuly with the 


effulgence of a new ipist&me, the 
whole edifice of which Derrida's 
mode was, so m .spe-uk, the barest 
cornerstone, sunk in shifting 
sands. He hus torn criticism from 
the feeble etiquette of deconstruc- 
tion, and delivered it up to diffu- 
sion, extirpation, extermination. 

He would wish me, I know, even 
in . a hurried note such as I have 
agreed to write, to accord to the 
champions of np earlier mode rhe 
deference of a cheerful — indeed of 
an all but confirmed, garlanded and 
applauded — extcrmimiteur. (“ Dites 
* Bon chance ‘ ", he told me at our 
Inst meeting, with affecting pnmichc, 
“ a nies gcniils confreres de Tavunt- 
hier-gardo it Tel Quel, jc vous en 
l>rie!"\ Wherefore, in keeping with 
de Stijl's native modesty os a master 
of the completed receprio, I beg 
leave to cito the following brief 
rhapsody hy the gifted translator of 
Derrida into English fur Johns 
Hopkins : 

Why ” gl ” ? Because, at least in 
one reckoning, the unrest mined
